Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 1 ) Dr. Wang provided a summary of the invention, using Su et al. as 
support. Essentially, the discovery is that T20, a prior art peptide, was discovered by these inventors to have activity in 
inflammatory processes via the FPR receptor in addition to the prior art-disclosed activities relative to HIV. 

2) Attorney argued that 102 should be withdrawn, since Lawless et al do not teach screening steps, and the claims are 
to methods, not products. The examiner agreed. 

3) Office Action indicated that structures of 4 specific antagonist fragments were not disclsed. This was incorrect, as 
they are disclosed at p. 53. 

4) Examiner suggested submission of evidence (prior art or post-filing date evidence) to support language in claims 
relative to variants and fragments. For example, Drs. Wang and Oppenheim referred to FMLP, a 3 or 4 amino acid 
peptide commonly used as a control in FPR assays. Also discussed were frog and wasp peptides, which may or may 
not support claims to variants. 

5) Examiner suggested amendingclaims to methods of screening foragonists or antagonists. This would also clearly 
obviate the 102 rejection, and remove many concerns about scope of enablement, since the claims would no longer 
recite "pharmaceutical" activity or compositions. Examiner also suggested adding claims wherein a further step is 
recited that the agonist or antagonist is incorporated into a composition (not a pharmaceutical composition). .
